expeditions. In 1863 he was pres: 
ent at the massacre of United 
States froops which took place at 
Smoky Hill River. in the southern 
part of Colorado, and where of 
ubout 115 men who went into the 
engagement only eight escaped with 
their lives. The remainder were 
all killed and sealped by the In- 
dians. Another battle which he 
recalls most vividly occurred the 
following year at Sand Creek, Col- 
orado. In this fight the U.S. 
troops mustered about 1000 men, 
and the large band of Indians they 


encountered had a_ peculiarly un- 
pleasant time. Of the latter there 
were 682 killed, whilst the United 
States force escaped with a loss of 
eighteen men. 

Of his own particular share in 
these engagements Ir. Harman is 
very reserved, but sufficient at any 
rate was gleaned to give some idea 
of the narrow escapes and exciting 
events which the old Indian fighter 
could relate. 

Reminiscently, he recalled the 
fact that the massacre of the troops 
at Smoky Hill River was the direct 
result of treachery on the part of 
their guide, Joe Bralta who led 
them into a trap. A year.after 
this man was present at a big pow- 
wow arranged between the govern- 
ment and the Indians, and being 
recognized by the scouts, at atime 
selected by them for the purpose, 
he was seized and quietly taken 
away, bound to a log and set adrift 
on the Arkansas river. 

This is not the first visit to Can- 
ada Mr. Harman has made. Some 
years ago he bought land at Con- 
sort, and after remaining there for 
a time he finally made his way

ALBERTA WILLS 
PROCLAIMED 


The Wills Act passed by the last 
session of the Alberta Legislature 
has been proclaimed and is now in 
effect.
